This was apparent in his very 
first number, a charm ing old E n ­ 
glish melody, “My 
Lovely 
Celia,” 
arranged by Munro. Oft this open­

Faso la Vida” by Yslas, and “O 
Del Mia Amato Ben” by Donaudy, 
the last was probably the 
most

When they 
parted they exchanged addresses. 
Todd never returned to live at his

home 
in 
Leesville,

ginia, where Fisher’s letters were 
sent.

Th* chief danger of studying a 
lesson like this is th at our attention 
shall be too greatly fixed upon th* 
marvel of feeding 
five

people with five loaves

This, incidentally, 
was 
exactly 
the complaint that Jesus mad*, ac­ 
cording to th* record of Scripture, 
against the people of 
old. 
They 
were so obsessed with the m ater­ 
ial aspect of the miracle that they 
missed the lesson of Christ’s com­ 
passion and 
his 
wonder-working 
power. 
"Ye seek me.” he said, “not be­ 
cause ye saw the miracle, but be­ 
cause ye did eat of the loaves and 
were filled.” W hat a reproach th at 
men in the presence of some real 
wonder should miss the greatness 
and beauty of the M aster himself! 
Yet it is precisely th* danger that 
confronts us as we read this n ar­ 
rative today. 
Its Significance 
So we m ust com* from consider­ 
ation of the miracle in its outward 
and m aterial form to its symbolic 
significance in the world of spirit­ 
ual truth and to w hat it emphasises 
in relation to our Master and 
his 
mission upon earth. Her* the facts 
are all clear and decisive. 
Back of such a miracle as this 
bi the profound fact of the compas­ 
sion of our Lord and of interest In 
the masses of the 
people as 
the 
deepest thing in his earthly life and 
in his revelation of grace. 
To Abraham Lincoln is ascribed 
the well-known saying, “The Lord 
m ust have loved the common peo­ 
ple; he made so many of them.” 
And beside th at fine saying of a 
great democratic saint we m ust put 
the simple 
record 
of 
Scripture 
concerning Jesus, 
"The 
common 
people heard him gladly.” 
Why did the common people hear 
him gladly? Because they sensed 
his profound interest in them and 
his compassionate love. There ie no 
more significant 
passage 
in 
the 
New Testam ent, or in all literature, 
th^n the record concerning Jesus, 
"But when he saw the m ultitude he 
was moved 
w ith 
compassion 
on 
them because they fainted and were 
scattered abroad as sheep 
having 
no shepherd.” (M atthew 9:26.) 
One of Life’s Crosses 
I recently talked w ith a man who 
had suffered the cruelest blow' that 
it seems can come to one, the loss 
of his only son just as the boy was 
facing the larger experiences of col­ 
lege and opportunities and respon­ 
sibilities of life. Only one who has 
passed through the agony of such 
an experience can sense its m ean­ 
ing, and it is futile for one who has 
never thus suffered to hope to bring 
Into such an experience the note of 
a clear hope and trium phant faith.

hare prevented this variety from! 
being used as extensively as it j 
should be. 
These 
defects 
have 
not 
been 
overcome by systematic breeding 
work at the University of Califor­ 
nia farm at Davis. Dr. J. T. Rosa, 
who has charge of the melon ex­ 
perimental work, reports that a 
pew strain of the Klondyke w ater­ 
melon, having the above desirable 
characteristics, has been obtained. 
It is to be called California Klon­ 
dyke and Will be tried out in vari­ 
ous parts of the west during the 
present season. This variety has 
deep red flesh, small black seeds I 
and thin tough rind, thus combin­ 
ing high edibility and attractive­ 
ness with good shipping 
quality !

The 1328 outlook indi­ 
cates, as did the predictions of 
1326 and 1927, a marked increase 
in the bearing acreage of grape­ 
fruit and 
oranges, 
and

very 
large 
increase 
in 
production 
in 
years 
when 
favorable 
growing 
weather prevails. The lemon acre­ 
age wil ldoubtless 
rem ain 
about 
stationary during 
the next few 
years. 
In 
general, 
the 
outlook 
is 
unfavorable 
for 
additional 
plantings. 
Valencia Gain Seen 
The estimated bearing acreage 
in California oranges has increas­ 
ed steadily from 107,000 in 1914 
to 185,500 in 1927 but is expected 
to remain statonary 
during 
the 
next three years. 
Both 
Florida 
and Texas have large acreages in 
non-bearing trees. 
In the form er 
more than one-fourth of the total 
trees 
are 
still 
non-productive, 
while in the latter very little of 
the 
acreage 
has 
attained 
com ­ 
mercial bearing age. 
Any further 
increase in California orange pro­ 
duction probably will be in the 
valencia rather than in the navel 
orange. 
Exports Increase 
A development of interest, p ar­ 
ticularly to Valencia orange grow ­ 
ers, is the increase during recent 
years in exports to the United 
Kingdom. 
The shipments to th at 
market in 1927 were 588,000 boxes, 
compared with 
284,000 boxes 
in 
1926 and 31,000 boxes in 1925. The 
bulk of these exports to England 
moved during the summer months, 
when the competition of oranges 
from other sources was not as 
keen as during the winter. 
British Buy Fruit 
Grapefruit trees of bearing age 
have 
about 
doubled 
in 
number 
in Florida since 1919; in Texas, 
with an average variously esti­ 
mated between one-third and one- 
half of the Florida plantings, only 
a third of the 
trees are 
esti­ 
mated to be of bearing age and 
very few have yet reached full 
production. 
An outstanding 
de­ 
velopment in the grapefruit situa­ 
tion 
is the marked 
increase 
in 
shipments 
to 
the 
United 
K ing­ 
dom. 
In 1927 about 400,000 boxes 
were shipped, as compared with 
150,00 Oin 1926, 140,000 
in 
1925, 
and 50,000 in 1924. 
This increase 
would Indicate that the English 
consumer la rapidly developing a 
taste 
for 
g rap efru it 
This 
de­ 
mand will doubtless grow, espe­ 
cially lf small fruit of good qual­ 
ity is provided. 
Lower Prices Expected 
The indications for the years 
Just ahead are that whenever a 
good crop of either oranges or 
grapefruit is produced, It will he 
marketed 
a t 
prices 
considerably 
below those which 
prevailed 
In 
1927. 
Lemon production in the United 
States has been so great for sev­ 
eral years th at the growers have 
not been able to .m arket the total 
supply as fresh fru it a t satisfac­ 
tory 
prices. 
Im ports of lemons 
have been rapidly decreasing dur­ 
ing the last few years. 
In Sicily, 
the leading competitor of Califor­ 
nia. 
there 
has 
been 
a 
marked 
downward 
trend 
in 
production 
since 
the 
W orld 
wsur, 
although 
some 
new' 
plantings 
have 
been 
made recently because of increas­ 
ed return to growers due very 
largely to the importance of the 
lemon by-products. 
If the price 
level for fresh lemons and by­ 
product rem ains the same as has 
prevailed during recent years, a 
gradual growth in Italian lemon 
production may be expected.

MADISON, Wis., March IO.—P art 
of the financial problem# 
of 
the 
farm er may be solved by the use 
of w aste straw, if results of ex­ 
periments conducted by Dr. Sidney 
D. Wells at the Forest 
Products 
Laboratory of the United States 
departm ent of agriculture, here, are 
adopted generally. 
Over a large section of the cen­ 
tral west, straw is now being baled 
and shipped to a modern plant at 
St. Joseph, Mo., to reappear in the 
form of 
insulating 
lumber, 
for 
which there is a ready market. 
The Insulating plant, 935 feet long 
and 200 feet wide, is located on a 
52-acre tract In South St. Joseph. 
The output is 100,000 square feet of 
finished insulated board a day. It 
Is estim ated that the plant will con­ 
sume 20,000 tons of straw annually. 
The work of salvaging the mil­ 
lions of tons of straw waste has 
been an im portant study body by 
Dr. Wells a t the government labor­ 
atory and by private investigators. 
The idea of producing insulation 
board from straw originated from 
a study of the thatched roof—such 
as one sees today on old-fashioned 
rustic 
cottages 
on 
tha 
English 
countryside. Impervious to the heat 
of summer and the snow's of win­ 
ter alike, those scientifically con­ 
structed, though crude, layers of 
rushes and reeds 
have 
provided 
roof-trees for many a past genera­ 
tion. 
Today, this same principle is fol­ 
lowed out in the construction 
of 
homes and offioe buildings. Insula­ 
tion is no longer 
an experiment. 
The architects and builders of the 
country regard it as 
a 
necessity 
since all fuel costs of the country 
have gone soaring. It has been es­ 
timated that an inch thickness of 
straw insulating board is equal in 
heat resistance to from 16 to 32 
inches of brick and concrete, due to 
multitudes of “dead” air cells.

PIPE REVEALED

Rapid deterioration of concrete 
pipe when laid in soil containing 
alkali entails a heavy replacement 
cost 
annually 
to 
farmers. 
The 
bureau of public roads of the U nit­ 
ed States departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture has been cognizant of this 
loss and has endeavored to find 
a preservative th at would serve to 
protect the pipe. 
Such a preserva­ 
tive has bean found and the bureau 
recommends It as being economical 
and effective. 
The bureau advises 
four coatings of w ater-gas tar ap 
plied to the surface when dry at 
a rate of about one-fourth gallon 
per square yard of surface, fol­ 
lowed by one coating of coal tar. 
This provides adequate protection 
provided the concrete is of good 
quality, baa been properly fabricat­ 
ed. and la not leaner than a 1:2:4 
mix. 
In applying the w ater-gas ta r It 
Is necessary to allow time for the 
first coat to be absorbed before 
the second is applied. 
The last 
coating of coal ta r should have 
from one to lour daya to dry be­ 
fore being allowed in contact with 
water.

Sales Seen as Result of

selling and buying of m eats by 
colors Instead of “cuts” may be a 
practice of the future. 
Experim ents conducted by the 
animal 
husbandry 
division and 
the bureau 
of agricultural coo 
nomics, United States departm ent 
of agriculture, seek to establieh a 
series of colors to cover beef, m ut­ 
ton and pork, for fat and for 
cooked meat. 
The prelim inary experiments are 
concerned with the designing of 
simple and reliable means for de­ 
term ining variations In color of 
meats. 
The 
spectrophotometer, 
used by the bureau of standards 
for standardizing colors, is precise 
in 
its 
determ inations 
but 
it 
is 
complicated and has the disadvan­ 
tage 
of im parting heat 
to 
the 
beef or pork whose color is being 
measured. 
The 
selenium 
eel!, 
which is being used In broadcast 
ing photographs and motion pie 
tures, Is likewise being employed 
by the Iowa agricultural exper­ 
im ent station to determine the in­ 
tensity of the red of muscle. 
Discs Match Cute 
The anim al husbandry division 
and bureau of agricultural eco 
nomics, 
however, 
have 
adopted 
spinning discs of color as a means 
of m atching the color of meat. 
Miss Dorothy Nickerson, the only 
woman color expert in the gov­ 
ernm ent service, who is connected 
w ith the bureau of agricultural 
economics, and Dr. Paul E. Howe, 
of the anim al husbandry divisions, 
have 
devised a series 
of ooior 
discs 
closely 
approxim ating 
the 
hue of adult beef after It has 
been expoeed to the air for a t 
least 
80 
minutes. 
This 
Is 
the 
sim plest 
means 
of 
measuring 
colors, the complete set of discs 
being strips of thin m aterial a r­

spread out, each strip represent­ 
ing a definite variation in color. 
“The color of m eat may be ex­ 
pressed In term s of a series of 
graduated colors,” 
Indicates Dr. 
Howe. 
“Some cuts will contain more 
red, some more yellow. 
Young 
anim als will have a lighter color, 
w ith more white and yellow-red 
In it; various species may show 
other colors.” 
Used en Hay, Cotton 
Miss Nickerson Is also devising 
a 
series 
of 
spinning 
discs 
tor 
grading 
cotton 
by colors. 
Hay 
has long been bought and sold in 
term s of colors. 
The object of this investigation 
la to define the quality and pala­ 
tability of beef, pork, and m ut­ 
ton In term s of colors.

conclusions to an abstract defi­ 
nition as to the cause for red

Then, when they are 
scares, the price goes up and peo­ 
ple raise more again, unless, per­ 
chance, you and I happen to get 
tired of th at sort of m eat and go 
in heavily tor vegetables. 
W hen the urge strikes you to 
go out and grab an anim al, better 
aim tor a hog, aa you are more 
likely to find one. 
T hat la, unlee* 
a dairy cow will do aa well as a 
beef animal. 
Thera are in cap­ 
tivity In this country some 84.- 
900,006 
dairy 
oattle, 
39,600,000 
beef cattle and 69,000,000 oattle 
in 
all, 
ut 
there are 
som ething 
like 43,000,000 sheep and 65,000,- 
OOO swine. 
In other words, some 
15.000.000 
of them 
in 
case 
the 
w orst 
suddenly 
comes 
to 
the 
worst, 
compared 
w ith 
nearly 
120.000.000 of us. 
This table shows, however, w hat 
an excellent showing we’ve made 
as regards increase:

TH E BATTLE OF T H E BUG S

In a pamphlet called The Forest Primer, issued by the Amer­ 
ican Tree Association, are some interesting statistics about one 
of man’s greatest enemies. 
It appears th at there are some two hundred thousand kinds of 
tree-attacking insects and that these little insects cause far greater 
loses to forests than do fires. 
If unhindered these insects would destroy thousands of acres 
of valuable forests a year. 
,Jn one section of Oregon these pests have destroyed enough 
trees to build eight thousand homes at $10,000 each. 
Birds are 
one of the best preventives of insects. In a way 
they are our 
best friends. 
Some insects prey upon others, thus 
protecting the trees. 
But man m ust be constantly vigilant. 
He m ust fight the 
pine beetles, borers, timber worms. 
Bark beetles attack the trees 
of the Adirondacks. 
The larch is the victim of the saw-fly worm. 
The pine beetle 
Is 
well at the top of the list of insect enemies. 
In addition to this trees have diseases, although their powers 
of resistance to disease are greater than their resistance to Insects. 
Dr. L. O. Howard says that if man does not succeed In com­ 
bating insects they will destroy man. 
One of the greatest insect enemies is the termite or white ant. 
It penetrates the wood of floor!, walls and foundations. Hence wa 
must not only fight to save the lumber, but to save the buildings. 
There must be n0 let-up In the fight against Insects. 
We must either pay out more money to protect the forests or 
pay ever-increasing prices for lumber, and in the end see the for­ 
ests disappear. 
Much has been done til forestry hi the last five decades, hut 
much remains to be done, and the care of the trees should be 
taught in every public school. 
Who can fully describe the benefit of the tree? It is not only 
a thing of beauty that enhances the landscape, but It is useful. 
We get from it the material for our houses, for many of our uten­ 
sils, and for many other useful things. 
Charles Lathrop Pack, who has devoted his life to the trees, 
and spent much money at this work, deserves great credit. 
Every town ought to have a municipal forest In Its environ­ 
ments and ought to do something for the trees of the country.

H E new Ireland is not the 
written 
constitution 
the 
Sinn Fein leaders wrest­ 
ed from E ngland; it is 
not President Cosgrave 
and his cabinet; it is not the Irish 
army, clothed in green; it is not the 
Irish nation-wide police force. 
T h e new Ireland— 1928 version 
— is telegraph poles and huge cuts in the earth and gi­ 
gantic constructions in cement and huge buildings de 
signed to be power houses. 
If there is one thing that marks off the new 
JancJ— the Ireland of hope and aspiration— from the 
old Ireland of depression and hopelessness, it is the 
Shannon electrical scheme, by which the romantic river 
Shannon will be harnessed for its potential energy. 
W h at the British rulers of Ireland for a half century 
dream ed of, the Irish rulers of Ireland are putting into 
practical execution. 
E arly in 1929 Ireland will be a country unique in 
the w orld— a nation whose industries, whose railways, 
whose street car lines, whose homes will all be on the 
w ay to being run by electricity, all generated at one 
huge plant and all owned by the state. 
Ireland has w hat G reat Britain, a much larger island, 
has not— a big river, the Shannon, which has a very 
large flow of water the year round. 
T his river, famous in song and story, has always 
suggested to engineers the idea that its waters might be 
used for the generation of power. 
But the old govern­ 
ments under British rule always balked at the cost of 
the job. 
I 


T was President Cosgrave’s vigorous government by 
young men which attacked the problem in a practi­ 
cal way. 
T hey summoned the engineers of the 
famous German firm of Siemens-Schuckert and asked 
them to survey the Shannon scheme from top to bottom 
and report upon its costs and practicability 
T he German engineers not only reported ti 
it was possible to harness the Shannon 
and make it do a nation’s work, but 
said it would bring vast relief to a 
country which has nothing in the 
w ay of coal except peat— to 
commit a sort of Irish bull. 
T he Germans further esti­ 
mated it would cost 
$ 2 5 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
to . put 
through the scheme 
and 
themselves eagerly offered 
to do the job. 
' T he 
Cosgrave 
a d ­ 
ministration did not go 
off half-cocked. It called 
in other engineers and had 
them check up the figures 
of the Germans. 
A gain 
the report was favorable. 


A s a result, a little over 
a year ago, the contract 
was 
given 
to 
Siemens- 
Schuckert. 
T he work has 
advanced so far that by spring 
in 1929 part of the develop­ 
ment is expected to be in run­ 
ning order so that a supply of electri­ 
cal power will be available. 
Briefly the Shannon scheme is this: 
T he river is diverted by means of weirs 
into a canal about seven and one-half 
miles 
long, 
extending 
from 
O ’Brien’s 
bridge to A rdnacrusha, which is about 
two miles from the important city of 
Limerick. 
By means of a very ingenious tunnel 
arrangement, the river Blackwater is to 
be made to flow under this canal. 
T hen 
the swift flowing water in the Shannon 
canal will operate the power plant which 
is to be built at A rdnacrusha. 
O ne of the immediate effects of making the Blackwater flow 
through a tunnel is to cut out the frequent spring floods, of 
which that turbulent stream has been guilty. 
T h e canal scheme will necessitate the flooding of certain 
areas, but, on the other hand, it is expected that it will free 
6 0 ,0 0 0 other acres from water and make them tillable. 
T 


H E work has progressed so far that it looks like a minia­ 
ture Panam a C anal in construction. 
G reat excavating 
machines are biting out the earth and rock 
for the 
course of the canal. 
H uge cement piles for the weirs and 
for the power station at Ardnacrusha are already in evidence. 
T h e big temporary buildings at the latter place already give 
indications of what the permanent power houses will be like. 
A ll along the length of the canal construction there are camps 
in which are housed the 3500 men employed on the big job. 
M any of the engineers and technical foremen arc Germans 
and they have their own camps.

W hen this climax is reached 
Ireland will be unique in the world 
— the first nation to be run by elec­ 
tricity from a nation-owned supply 
plant.

banks of the river made of themselves a 
stumbling block by stoutly refusing to give 
up age-old fishing rights that would have 
to be sacrificed. 
More than once, when it seemed that the way 
was clear to a developed Shannon, the strenuous objections of 
people whose land would be flooded and the compensation de­ 
manded by holders 
of riparian rights proved insurmountable 
difficulties. 
So for a quarter of a century nothing came of many a scheme 
for making a river famed in song and story the first big step 
tow ard a new, progressive, electrified Ireland.

T must be admitted that many of the plans for harnessing 
the Shannon were impractical, not thoroughly worked out. 
T he young and energetic * leaders of the Irish Free State 
knew this and went about their investigation of the Shannon and 
its possibilities for development deliberately and thoroughly. 
These men engaged a firm of German engineers to make a 
careful survey, and in February, 1924, they presented what 
they considered a practical plan to the D ad. 
T he lordly Shannon, they stressed, was running to waste and 
that, in spite of the failure ot many previous attempts to do 
something about it, vision and enterprise could make the river 
produce enough electric current to light every city and hamlet 
in the country and, besides, turn the wheels of industries al­ 
ready established or possible to bring to Erin. 
T he members of the D ail were impressed by the plans laid 
before them. 
B ut, determined not to go off half-cocked, they 
voted to submit the figures of the survey to a committee of able 
European engineers for review, checking and comment. 
This committee found the data worked out by the G erm an 
engineers sound and accurate, and Ireland at last made the often

S in the case of every extraor­ 
dinarily ambitious and ex­ 
pensive project, the scheme 
for harnessing the potential en­ 
ergy of the romantic river Shannon 
did not get under way without a 
great deal of determined opposi­ 
tion. 
In fact, as recently as four years ago there was much 
doubt whether the dream of electrifying Erin would ever be 
realized. 
M any times in the past Irish engineers have turned their 
attention to the Shannon with a view to utilizing the power that 
was to be draw n from its long, winding sweep, so favored of 
poets and song makers. 
But always their scheming came to 
naught; the waters of the great Shannon continued to flow on 
to the sea, contributing nothing more to tire commercial progress 
of Ireland than the turning of the wheel of a lazy little mill here 
and there on its banks.

approached decision of doing something about the river Shan­ 
non’s wealth of unleashed energy.

T the time that the Dail took positive action on the Shannon 
scheme, no less than three companies were seeking from 
the legislative body authority to construct dams and 
power houses on the river Lilly, for tile purpose of supplying 
light and power to the homes and factories of Dublin. 
The promoters of these projects naturally did not look with 
favor on the immense and costly work suggested on the Shannon.^ 
Further opposition came from Irish engineering concerns who 
were vociferous in their protests against the bringing in of a 
German outfit to survey the Shannon and carry on the ambi­ 
tious construction program contemplated. 
Representatives of many localities held a conclave in Dublin, 
labeled the development scheme of the Germans impossible— 
this, without having given the matter much technical considera­ 
tion. 
T he citizens of a great many towns and hamlets that 
would eventually have Shannon-made electric current on tap 
were advised to get on with power plans of their own. 
British technical journals threw their weight into the opposi­ 
tion, decried the hiring of German engineers and predicted fail­ 
ure under any such arrangement. 
British capital, they warned, would not be available to help

area Of the city were discussed, but 
these signs are Only one source Of 
trouble to 
listeners-!!!. 
Another 
eause for disturbances comes from 
physicians* offices In the city, ac 
cording to W. B. Ashford, Of -th# 
Radio Den, here. 
Doctors do not cause th# trouble 
to receivers th at the electric signs 
do, however, because they are at 
home listening to their own sets 
When m ost of the sets are tuned 
in, but in the mornings and after­ 
noons quite a number of disturb­ 
ances come from their offices. 
These disturbances come from 
x-ray machines, electric treatm ent 
machines and other electrical ap ­ 
pliances In physicians’ offices, it is 
said. 
The x-ray as well as the elec­ 
tric treatm ent machines cause a 
sound in the set that reminds one 
of air escaping from a tube. The 
x-ray disturbance is only heard 
when th* maohine Is actually tu rn ­ 
ed on and that is not but a few 
seconds at a time. 
W ith the electric treatm ent m a­ 
chines, it la different. - Patients 
take these treatm ents for an hour 
a t a time, in some cases, it is said, 
and all the tim* the electricity is 
turned on, some radio fan, some­ 
where nearby, is not getting the 
service from hie set he should. 
All these 
disturbances 
can he 
eliminated In the 
same manlier 
that 
disturbances 
from 
electric 
sign* are eliminated! bf grounding 
the electrical 
appliances So that 
the disturbance is dissolved in­ 
stead of being allowed to dash off 
into th# air to the sound loaves. 
Doctors 
throughout

could aid in eliminating th* die 
turbances by giving their treat 
ments during hours when th# few­ 
est number of persons ar* on the 
air, and that Is in th* early mor­ 
ning ar any time before noon.

Readers will recall that 
recently I touched on this subject 
and expressed the opinion that with 
better roads, improved cars and 
better braking facilities, there is lit­ 
tle need for establishing 
a 
legal 
limit a t which an automobile may 
be driven—when conditions on the 
highway are right. 
H cie's Hoffman’s slant 
on 
the 
subject: 
“American railroads have proved 
th at it is possible to attain 
both 
high speed and safety. When we 
look back over the years we view 
with amusement 
the 
excitement 
th at greeted the iron m onsters of 
1848 as they thundered over 
the 
rails at the fearful speed of 25 miles 
an hour. Grave doubts were even 
raised th at human 
beings 
could 
travel a t speeds of more than 40 or 
BO miles an hour and live. 
“In the field of individual 
tran- 
portation the motor car has played 
an im portant part in breaking down 
the barriers of time and distance. It 
is as foolish to put legislative bars 
of a fixed character in the way of 
development of speed in motor car 
transportation as it 
would 
have 
been to put speed limits on Amer­ 
ican railways in the early years of 
their development. 
"It is time to look at the prob­ 
lem of highway safety from a new 
point of view. One of the first steps 
is to get over the idea th at speed 
in itself is a dangerous thing. T raf­ 
fic and safety experts—men 
who 
have studied the 
question—know 
th at speed in itself is not the source 
of danger it is popularly 
credited 
with being. 
"It is not speed alone, but speed 
in combination with other factors 
that makes accident. Fifty miles 
an hour in the open road 
in 
the 
country may be safer than 25 miles 
an hour in crowded city traffic. 
“Any well constructed car of the 
present year is much safer a t 
50 
miles an hour under 
the 
proper 
conditions than cars of a similar 
class were 15 years ago a t 30 miles 
an hour. One stretch of road may 
be safely covered a t 60 miles an 
hour—another may be unsafe a t 30. 
"No one can deny th at there is 
real danger in speed plus unfavor­ 
able conditions for speed 
on 
the 
highway, but speed in itself does 
not necessarily create hazards. High 
speed a t intersections, in 
turning 
corners, 
passing 
pedestrians 
or 
passing other traffic in the face of 
oncoming traffic from the other di­ 
rection is a real menace. 
"Legislation 
and 
enforcement 
should concern itself not so much 
with speed as w ith those acts of a 
driver which, combined with speed, 
result in accidents. Let us stop a r­

The kind of guolln* you buy 
should depend on the type of motor 
you have under tho hood. 
This idea la brought out, in a 
rather indirect way, by Dr. George 
Granger Brown, profeasor of chem­ 
ical engineering at the University 
of Michigan and director of re­ 
search for the Natural Gasoline 
Association of America. 
Hla ad­ 
dress, which was given before the 
Society of Automotive Engineers, 
is printed in two recent issues of 
the National Petroleum News. 
e • • 
Dr. Brown review* th* relation­ 
ship of the gasoline and automotive 
industries, and divides this into 
three periods. 
Up to 1916, says Dr. Brown, gaso­ 
line was merely a by-product of 
the petroleum industry, and repre­ 
sented th at p art of the crude oil 
that was too volatile for kerosene, 
which was more sorely needed. But 
it was fine for automotive engines. 
During the war. the next period 
gasoline came Into so great a de­ 
mand for the fighting forces that 
It became the major petroleum pro­ 
duct and 
its 
volatility declined. 
The result was that automotive 
neers may now view an entire en­ 
gine, even an entire automobile, 
jacked up on Its rear wheels and 
moving at a rapid speed, as though 
it were standing still. 
The new device, called the "stro- 
borama,” is an Importation from 
France and is being exhibited in 
this country by the firm of Muss- 
Hartsell-Ducasse of 
New 
York 
City. 
Fundamentally, 
the 
stroboram a 
is nothing more than a strobo­ 
scope. 
It Is based on a method 
adapted to the observation of mov­ 
ing mechanisms, making them ap­ 
pear stationary or moving at very 
slow speed In order to study them 
while in motion. 
The Eye Is Deceived 
This phenomenon Is obtained by 
means of a flashing neon light, 
synchronised w ith the moving part 
so aa to give a very short glimpse 
of it every tim e the part comes to 
the same position 
in 
Its 
cycle. 
These glimpses are so fast and 
frequent th at they deceive th* ey* 
Into retaining a persistent vision 
of the apparatus in a single posi­ 
tion. 
Heretofors, 
these 
observations 
had to be made in dark rooms and 
over small areas. 
W ith the ald 
of the stroboram a, however, an en 
tire panoram ic view can be ob­ 
tained at once due to the powerful 


light thrown by the new instru­ 
m ent 
Since this carries its own 
synchronilng apparatus, it can be 
applied quickly to the study of 
any mechanism without the trouble 
of hooking it up with the parts 
under observation. 
The stroborama produces an il­ 
lumination of 1000 candle power, 
produced by a current of 15,000 
volts, and controlled aa perfectly 
as the stroboscope by means of a 
mechanical contact breaker. 
Many Uses Possible 
The application of this instru­ 
ment is believed to be limitless 
In the automotive field, it covers 
every study of moving parts, and 
is expected to result in more cer­ 
tain knowledge and consequent im ­ 
provement of the entire autom o­ 
bile. 
“The stroboram a is a marvelous 
Instrument of 
research 
for 
the 
slow-motion study of all sorts of 
engines while operating under ac­ 
tual working conditions,” explained 
D. W. H artsell when he showed 
the apparatus recently to members 
of the Society of Automotive E n­ 
gineers.

At the same time super-heating 
of a mixture as it passes through 
the manifold, says Brown, causes 
a loss in power and an increase 
in fuel consumption, especially at 
part-open throttle. 
With the better grade of fuel on 
the market, therefore, auto manu­ 
facturers will not be obliged to 
provide for pre-heating the mani­ 
fold—even for cold weather start 
ing. 
Meanwhile, however, those own­ 
ers whose cars are so equipped 
should better stick to the poorer 
grade of fuel to get the most out 
of their motors.

“A responsible contractor visual­ 
izes a project, then takes his ex­ 
perience, capital and training, and 
carries his vision Into a reality. 
“He does not allow the dollar 
to so obscure his vision th at it Is 
impossible to produce a commend­ 
able work. 
H* is 
the 
medium 
through which construction work 
is economically and properly done. 
Seeks Confidence 
“A responsible contractor seeks 
to gain and hold public confidence, 
and violates no confidence placed 
In him. 
His judgm ent will never 
overstep the lim it of his expert 
once or organization.” 
Mr. Simpson stated that if those 
Interested in the building industry 
will but make a united effort to 
put out workmanship or m aterial 
that will reflect credit to the firm 
so doing, the confidence of the pub 
lie will be merited and will be re 
calved. 
"Do your best and profit 
will follow,” he said. 
'T h e pro:, erity of the construc­ 
tion industry means everything. 
he said. "Prosperity in any indus­ 
try depends upon co-operation, and 
co-operation can not exist without 
confidence. 
Co-operation Defined 
‘T h e trend of business today is 
to co-operation. 
This brings out 
friendship. 
Therefore, 
co-opera 
tion means friendship. 
The general conctractor and the 
sub-contractor 
are 
only 
tw o 
branches of a very large industry 
W hat pre can accomplish by co­ 
operation will be of great pain* la 
eradicating the evils that exist to­ 
day in our business. 
Co-operation should be directed 
toward the Improvement of con 
structloA methods, management and 
service, and the elimination of un­ 
economical and Improper methods, 
and the establishm ent of responel 
billty throughout the industry. 
“Competition . in 
construction 
should be based upon the quality 
of services as well as upon price, 
and every element of the industry 


should strive for the establishm ent 
of fair and scientific bidding prac­ 
tices. 
C ontracts, w hether w ritten 
or oral, should be carried out ac­ 
cording to their bonafide intent 
and any disagreem ent concerning 
that intent should be prom ptly set­ 
tled, lf possible by im partial arbi­ 
tration. 
Fluctuations in the con­ 
struction Industry with their re­ 
sult in waste, economic loss, and 
unemployment, 
should 
be 
elimi­ 
nated as far as possible through 
co-operation between the construc­ 
tors and other elements of the In­ 
dustry. and through the education 
of the public.

The 
industry th at does not scrutinize 
its present status, analyze its prob­ 
lems, devise better methods in dis­ 
tributing its findings to all w ith­ 
in the reach, will some day be 
superceded by another group that 
will do these things. 
The general 
contractor for instance, m ust con­ 
tinue to dem onstrate his economic 
necessity or he will be eliminated 
in a march to eliminate all waste. 
The functions of a general con­ 
tractor Includes not only the train ­ 
ing 
and 
experience 
to 
properly 
supervise, 
co-ordinate, * and con­ 
struct projects of all kinds, but 
the ability to devise means of con­ 
sistently and continuously reducing 
cost of th at construction. And in 
line w ith this thought, a great deal 
of good can be accomplished by 
co-operation with the sub-contrac­ 
tor.
